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Numerals of Value 


NE good thing has resulted 
from the depression at least. 
Those of us who cannot af- 


ford to spend a great deal, 


for additions to our collec- 
tions can still derive considerable en- 
joyment from the hobby by a closer 
study of the stamps we already pos- 
sess. And there are a great many 
things about these stamps upon which 
we might well meditate. Take, for 
instance, the numerals of value ap- 
pearing upon the majority of stamp 
issues. Have you ever given them 
much thought? Neither had I until 
one evening recently they were called 
especially to my attention by an ar- 
tice I was reading and it was not 
long until the article in question was 
entirely forgotten, temporarily, in my 
aroused interest in these rather pro- 
saic parts of the designs. How much 
of national characteristics are re- 
vealed in these numerals. What pe- 
culiar errors occasionally occur. How 
well some of them fit into the accom- 
panying designs and how entirely sep- 
arate from the design others are. I 
am indeed grateful to the author of 
the article that prompted my inves- 
tigation for opening up an entirely 
new vista of philatelic conjecture and 
appreciation. 


To begin let us take the recent is- 
sues of Great Britain. Not that they 
are particularly good examples of 
what the ideal numeral should be, for 
in my opinion they are not. The most 
that can be said for them is that 
they do interpret the traditional Brit- 
ish stiffness. One cannot imagine a 
gay camaraderie with these figures. 
They reek with the stern and aloof 
atmosphere of palace corridors rather 
than the warm friendships engendered 
by the “better ’ole.”

How often do we find different 
styles of letters occurring in the same 
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set of stamps, where the rest of the 
designs possess a defined similarity. 
So many of the Chilian sets start out 
with a type of numeral that reminds 
one of pleasant feminine curves and 
graceful lines, but by the time the 
higher values are reached the numer- 
als personify a puritanical rigidity 
to the nth degree. And while we are 
still looking over the stamps of Chile, 
let us pause for a moment beside the 
three centavos of the 1911 Independ- 
ence issue. Did you ever see anything 
snootier than that? I’ve run into 
some terribly sneering figures during 
my long and variegated career, es- 
pecially when making out my income 
tax report, but never have I met with 
quite such a sneering reception as 
when I casually passed the time of 
day with those threes as I passed by 
during the battle of Del Roble. I 
cannot help but feel that we might 
have won that day if it had not been 
for those disconcerting sneers. 

Let us turn to the 1911 Luitpold 
issue of Bavaria for our next example 
of what not to do when designing 
postage stamps for your government. 
This is a beautiful set, the pfennig 
values all being of a similar design 
with one exception. The two digit 
values have the first figure larger than 
the second on all values except the 
twenty-five pfennig. On this value 
they are both of the same size and 
this throws the stamp out of align- 
ment with the rest of the set. In 
the 1914 issue this error has been 
corrected and we find all two digit 
values with a smaller second figure. 
Notice the difference in the appear- 
ance of the two sets. 


Then there is the matter of affin- 
ity with the balance of the design. 
Take the 1912-1914 issue of Dutch 
Indies. In the lower valued queen’s 
head stamps the numeral of value 
has just been stuck in because it had 
to be there, while on the higher val-

ues the numeral forms an integral 
part of the design. On so many 
stamps the label containing the value 
is just an appendage to the rest of 
the stamp. Some designers have 
worked the numeral into the design 
in such a way that it at least seems 
to be a necessary part of the design 
itself. On the 1896 Brussels Exhi- 
bition issue of Belgium the five cen- 
times is an excellent example of a 
numeral being a necessary part of 
the design, while on the ten centimes 
of the same issue the numeral is im- 
posed upon the design. 

The stamps of Belgium furnish an 
interesting study of numerals, so 
many peculiar quirks appearing there- 
on. On the two francs of the 1915 
pictorial issue the numeral “2” ap- 
pears in both upper corners, the one 
on the left being uncolored, while 
the one on the right is colored. On 
|the five centimes value of the 1926 
Charity issue the numeral “5” appears 
twice, the one on the left being larger 
than the one on the right. On the 
5.25 france value of the 1929 Special 
Delivery issue we have probably the 
most awkward figure in the whole 
galaxy of philatelic numerals. Can 
you imagine this boorish fellow trip- 
ping daintily across a drawing room 
floor with an early Liechtenstein “2” 
on his arm. I trust all that bricabrac 
is well insured. The 1929 Parcel Post 
four frances value offers an interest- 
ing variety of “4” with its curly tail 
sticking on behind. 

And when we come to Brazil it’s 
“Heave ho! My hearties! And a bottle 
of rum.” The Bullseyes have been to 
sea so long they are all covered with 
barnacles. And don’t those ‘“O’s” re- 
mind you of a hungry little chap lick- 
ing his chops for more ice cream? 
Yum! Yum! And speaking of bulls- 
eyes, the 100 reis of the 1927 “Jus- 
tice” set of this same country fur- 
nishes a couple of targets for the 
archers of the world to shoot at. 
Very few stamps possess inter- 
twined figures to express the numeral 
of value. The 1923 issue of Belgian 
Congo contain some good examples of 
this in the thirty and fifty centimes 
stamps. The best example I can re- 
call offhand appears on the fifty cen- 
— value of the 1930 issue of Ecua- 
or. 

Quite occasionally one runs across 
a peculiar numeral as the pages of 
our albums are idly turned. The ten 
centimes variety of the 1929 Andorra 
pictorials has an odd “O” with the 
numerals shaded at the top and bot- 
tom instead of at the sides. Several 
Austrian and Bosnian stamps also af- 
fect this type of shading in their 
zeros. The 75c value of the 1931 
Ruanda set has a strange seven in 
that the numeral possesses a serif at 
the bottom. This is seldom found on 
sevens. The whole set of Cyprus is- 
sued in 1928 show peculiar numerals, 
the twos being especially unrecogniz- 
able, resembling in fact an almost per- 
fect “Z”’. The “2” on the two cent 
Charity set of Dutch Indies issued in 
1931 resembles a Dutchman’s pipe, or

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Saunders Fraud in 
New York 


Word is at hand from Mr. W. Ed- 
ward Dickinson, New York City Rep- 
resentative of Linn’s Weekly stating 
that the Saunders advertisement was 
offered the New York American and 
that Mr. Pollock, editor of the stamp 
page in that paper spotted the ridicu- 
lousness of the prices and refused the 
copy.

« Editorials » 


LOCAL STAMP One of the most 
CLUB NEWS difficult tasks that 
confronts the editor 
of a stamp collectors publication is to 
handle the many letters that come to 
his desk with information as regards 
the various local stamp clubs and so- 
cieties. 
Doubtless, to every member of such 
a club, the doings and activities of 
your club are of much interest to you 
and that is as it should be, for if such 
is not the case then there is some- 
thing wrong with your club and some- 
thing should be done to make it of 
more value and interest, for in no 
way can you get greater pleasure and 
benefit from your collecting activities 
than through a good local stamp club. 
However, too much of the mail that 
comes to our office on the subject of 
local stamp clubs merely states that 
the club meets on such and such dates, 
that a good time was had at the last 
meeting, that so and so read a paper 
on a certain subject and that such and 
such men were elected to office. 
Should we print all of the copy that 
we receive in each week’s mail as re- 
gards local stamp clubs, most of the 
copy of which is no more informative 
than as outlined above, it would re- 
quire fully half our space to include 
it as sent tous. For that reason when 


we have printed matter of this sort 
we have attempted to boil it down, 
leaving out any matter that we do 
not consider of interest to collectors 





in your immediate neighborhood or to 
visiting collectors. 

Even then, in most instances we feel 
that we are using space that would 
best be devoted to other matters, for 
there are but a few cities in the coun- 
try whose local stamp clubs are large 
enough and draw from a territory 
large enough to warrant publication 
of their affairs in any publication with 
a national circulation. 

For some years past, certain large 
local clubs have been in the habit of 
holding large annual open house meet- 
ings. Those affairs a few years ago 
were the only ones of their kind. At 
that time it was fitting that they 
should be announced in a broad way 
for they drew visitors from many 
other cities. 

Today, most every club of any con- 
sequence uses its annual meeting as 
an open house meeting and invites 
collectors from anywhere to attend. 

It is therefore getting to be such a 
common thing that there is hardly 
a week goes by but that we receive 
two or three lengthy accounts of such 
proposed meetings or stories of their 
activities after they are over. 

As much as we regret to do so, we 
shall be obliged to omit much of this 
material and devote our space to 
other subjects, subjects which we be- 
lieve will be of more general interest 
to our readers. 

Large cities like Chicago, New York 
and some cities in other localities 
which draw heavily from surrounding 
territory have a reader circulation in 
our paper of from 1000 to 2000 papers 
which go to collectors within their 
immediate territory. In such instances 
we do feel that some space should be 
given to open house announcements 
for clubs so situated. 

We believe that there is a field in 
which we can do something for the 
local stamp clubs but the local stamp 
clubs must assist in this matter. 

Doubtless your club has had at some 
time a novel entertainment feature, 
some such affair as could be copied 
by some other club and used as an 
entertainment feature. 

We believe that if secretaries or 
some member of a club would submit 
a thorough outline of such an event, 
in such manner that we could print it 
so that other clubs might copy the 
idea for the entertainment of their 
members, that much good could be 
done. 

An interchange of ideas, plans and 
activities within your club with other 
clubs will benefit other clubs and such 
information as other clubs supply us 
for publication will likewise benefit 
your club. 

We therefore ask stamp club offi- 
cers to see if there is not a means 
whereby some member of their club 
can supply us with information of this 
sort. We believe that an interchange 
of ideas along this line would be bene- 
ficial for all.

Peru—Punch Cancellation 





The collector who is desirous of 
perfect condition, will receive an aw- 
ful blow, when trying to secure used 
copies of values above the 50c, in 
stamps of Peru. 

In 1924, orders were issued by the 
authorities, to punch, as well as can- 
cel all values above the 20c, to prevent 
their being cleaned and used again. 
This order applied to all small offices 
where the use of high values are 
limited, and when we understand such 
values are not sold over the counter 
(usually) but placed on Parcel Post 
packages or Registered letters, when 
same are brought to the Post Office, 
we can begin to understand how wide- 
spread such an order would be. How- 
ever, this order did not apply to Lima, 
or a few other large cities. It might 
be noted here that such an order was 
the result of the appearance of a 
number of large blocks of the low 
values stamps, as persons did not care 
to go to the office to mail their pack- 
age and would place a number of 
small stamps on equal to the re- 
quired amount of postage. 

Scott’s No. 247 and No. 248 are 
known punched. No. 249 is believed 
to exist in that condition, but the few 
copies so far in existence have been 
faked. Copies of these stamps, 
punched, tied to cover are quite scarce. 

In 1930, the practice of cleaning 
and re-using high values had become 
so wide spread, that orders were is- 
sued, restricting the sale of the 1 and 
2 sol. values and a check on the sale 
of the 50c, until only known business 
concerns were permitted to purchase 
large supplies, all others being forced 
to take their mail to the P. O., when 
such values were needed, at which 
time the postal clerks punched the 
stamps and placed them upon the 
mail. 

Scott’s Nos. 281, 282, 298, 299, exist 
punched, No. 281 and No. 298, being 
quite common both punched and un- 
punched. The 1 sol. values, however 
are very scarce unpunched, the aver- 
age being about 1 out of every 100 
used. (In view of the small number 
printed, present catalog prices are no 
guide to value). Nos. 304, 312 and 
313 are even more difficult to obtain 
unpunched. No. 304 has been sold out 
and out of general use for approxi- 
mately nine months and to date the 
average unpunched found is about 1 
out of 150.

There, no doubt, 
is an interesting story why they res- 
urrected this old electro that had not 
been used for a dozen years or more 
and started precanceling stamps with 
it. I would like to hear from my 
readers who have other denominations 
in this type. Type III does not come 
under the U-types, but is a double 
line affair, the outside lines both 
above and below are much heavier 
than the inside ones. Battle Creek, 
Mich., is in three lines in an 8-point 
Roman type of some sort with very 
extended serifs. 

From Earrol Laney, Mansfield, La., 
comes the most interesting stamp of 
the week. It is a %e ord. from BALL 
GROUND, GA., in U-121. Mr. Laney 
also shows me a llc double invert 
from Shreveport, La., in U-3. » Be 
Williams of Bradford, Pa., submits 
these interesting items. A 5¢e Olym- 
pic from Elmira, N. Y., U-2, NRA 
New Britian, Conn., U-121 down, 1c 
C. of P. from Mount Morris, Il. in 
U-5 up, le C. of P. McDonald, Pa., 
U-120 up and across, 2c Bi-Cent, 
Perth Amboy, N. J., U-121 but no 
lines, or is this some other type? 

From R. W. Ellenberger comes a 
pamphlet with a 1c C. of P. from 
Beverly, Kans., in U-120 up, by the 
way, this is the man that sent me 
the Kosciuszko from Beverly, and I 
misspelled the name. The Wholesale 
Stamp Mart of Carroll, Iowa, shows 
me a le C. of P. from East Penbrooke, 
Mass., in U-71 down, NRA of Red 
Wing, Minn., U-120 down, also an 8c 
Bi-Cent. A 3e C. of P. from Joplin, 
Mo., U-74 down. My own pick ups 
recently were a le C. of P. from 
Zanesville, Ohio, in U-121 up and a 
5e Olympic from Waterloo, Ia., U-10.

It 
was a 14c Pasadena, Calif., with a 
rubber handstamp imprint and a U-12 
imprint both on the same stamp. 


Peru—Punch Cancellation 





The collector who is desirous of 
perfect condition, will receive an aw- 
ful blow, when trying to secure used 
copies of values above the 50c, in 
stamps of Peru. 

In 1924, orders were issued by the 
authorities, to punch, as well as can- 
cel all values above the 20c, to prevent 
their being cleaned and used again. 
This order applied to all small offices 
where the use of high values are 
limited, and when we understand such 
values are not sold over the counter 
(usually) but placed on Parcel Post 
packages or Registered letters, when 
same are brought to the Post Office, 
we can begin to understand how wide- 
spread such an order would be. How- 
ever, this order did not apply to Lima, 
or a few other large cities. It might 
be noted here that such an order was 
the result of the appearance of a 
number of large blocks of the low 
values stamps, as persons did not care 
to go to the office to mail their pack- 
age and would place a number of 
small stamps on equal to the re- 
quired amount of postage. 

Scott’s No. 247 and No. 248 are 
known punched. No. 249 is believed 
to exist in that condition, but the few 
copies so far in existence have been 
faked. Copies of these stamps, 
punched, tied to cover are quite scarce. 

In 1930, the practice of cleaning 
and re-using high values had become 
so wide spread, that orders were is- 
sued, restricting the sale of the 1 and 
2 sol. values and a check on the sale 
of the 50c, until only known business 
concerns were permitted to purchase 
large supplies, all others being forced 
to take their mail to the P. O., when 
such values were needed, at which 
time the postal clerks punched the 
stamps and placed them upon the 
mail. 

Scott’s Nos. 281, 282, 298, 299, exist 
punched, No. 281 and No. 298, being 
quite common both punched and un- 
punched. The 1 sol. values, however 
are very scarce unpunched, the aver- 
age being about 1 out of every 100 
used. (In view of the small number 
printed, present catalog prices are no 
guide to value). Nos. 304, 312 and 
313 are even more difficult to obtain 
unpunched. No. 304 has been sold out 
and out of general use for approxi- 
mately nine months and to date the 
average unpunched found is about 1 
out of 150. Nos. 312 and 313 the 
scarcity has been so great that no 
comparison can be made.
